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INTRODUCTORY NOTE 7 


While nominally a revision of the earlier Bibliography published by the Student Volun- 
teer Movement, the present edition is practically a new Bibliography. Many of the titles in 
the earlier edition have been omitted and a large number of new entries have been inserted. 
The classifications have been extensively altered and the annotations thoroughly revised. 

There is of necessity a certain duplicating of entries, as many titles belong in more 
classifications than one. It should be explained, however, that in the majority of these 
cases a descriptive note is added to only one entry, and that the nature of the book in 
question from the point of view of another entry may not always be clear. 

In order to hold the list within usable compass, it has been necessary to observe 
rigidly certain limits in the selection of the material to be listed. For example, all 
pamphlets, save a few so large as almost to classify as books, have been excluded. Some 
of the most useful and readable missionary literature is in this form, but on account of — 
the overwhelming number of pamphlets worthy of mention and the very ephemerai 
character of most of them it was thought better to omit all material of this sort. 
Juvenile missionary books, many of them of a high order and suitable to juveniles who 
number their years in scores, have likewise been omitted. And only works in the 
English language have been included. ie
